MATCH PREVIEW 


David Wright previews this 
afternoon’s fixture against 
Newcastle Breakers. 


Back in November the fixture 
against Newcastle brought us our 
first victory in the Ericsson Cup 
after a very frustrating 4 draw, 4 
loss start to our first season back 
in the top flight of the Australian 
soccer. It also heralded a purple 
patch up to the Christmas break 
in which we recorded some 
significant wins against reigning 
premiers Melbourne Knights, 
Morwell Falcons and South 
Melbourne. 


Our return match in February 
produced one of the most 
extraordinary comebacks in the 
history of Australian soccer when 
the Cosmos came from 4—0 down 
to draw 5-5—a unique result in 
the 20 years of national league 
soccer in Australia. 


The two games between the two 
sides this season have produced 
a total of 15 goals. Even this is 
likely to stand as a League record 
for many a year as the 
competition reverts to a two 
round format next season. If we 
were to add io that tally by, say, 
another five goals to-day, the 
Canberra Cosmos would 
establish what is likely to be 
another all-time record to go with 
the highest ever draw in the 
League. I'd like to be at the game 
when the 5—5 draw is surpassed! 


To-night’s visitors from Newcastle 
hold a special relationship with 
Canberra having competed for 
the Prime Minister’s Cup in the 
days of Canberra City. With this 
season’s encounter producing 
resulis which will soon pass into 
Ericsson Cup folklore, | expect 
that former rivalry will take on a 


further significance in the 
seasons to come. 
Newcastle Breakers have 


struggled all season and are a full 
12 points behind the Cosmos and 
will need to win to-day to stand 


even a statistical chance of 
moving us. With games running 
out we will need to win to stand 
any chance of catching Morwell 
Falcons who we meet in the last 
round of the season at Bruce. 


John Kosmina’s side has found 
the going tough. But they do 
boast a number of talented 
players. The pick for my money is 
experienced attacking midfielder, 
David Lowe. The contrast in his 
style to that of Alex Castro who 
has a similar role in the Cosmos 
line-up will be interesting. 


Another rising star is young 
striker, Clayton Zane who, 
together with Troy Halpin, Jason 
Bennett and David Lowe, has 
been the source of much of their 
potency in front of goal. A tall, 
rangy player, Zane has shown on 
several occasions that he is 
blessed with good control and a 
turn of speed which surprises 
many a defender. 


Newcastle’s recent form has 
been poor and | expect the 
Cosmos to pick up three points if 
we can convert the chances we 
will inevitably create. Four of 
Australian British Soccer 
Weekly’s pundits have picked a 
Cosmos win. Whatever the result, 
| anticipate an exciting and, 
hopefuily, high scoring encounter.

The last four games have only produced two points 
for us. What has been most disappointing for me 
though is that the lads have been playing well, 
creating enough changes to win a dozen games, but 
failing to finish off their good work.

Having got that off my chest, | would like to take the 
opportunity to thank you, our supporters, for sticking 
with us through thick and thin this year. Without the 
supporters, soccer at this level in Canberra could not 
survive. What wee need to get you to do is bring along 
a couple of your friends to each home match. If can 
average 5000 at each home game next season we will 
be able to match it with any club in the country.

Newcastle were up 2-0 with 23 minutes 
remaining and were heading for their first victory 
of 1978. But then Canberra City snatched their 
third consecutive home draw of 1978 with goals 
from Terry Byrne and Brian Stoddart.

UPDATE ON THE ACADEMY 
It was a great Easter for the Academy. After a morale-boosting win over Marconi, the League 
leaders, on the previous weekend, the boys comprehensively outclassed St George 4-0. Scott 
Conlon began the rout with two well-taken goals: in the tenth minute Jim Baxter and the St George 
keeper went for a Craig Rankine long throw—both missed it and Conlon was on hand to tap the ball 
in; six minutes later Conlon volleyed in from the edge of the area, and the Academy went into the 
break 2-0 up. In the second half Pat Phommaseisy and John Glass added further goals. 
On Easter Monday we made the difficulty journey to Suncorp Stadium to meet the Queensland 
Academy of Sport. In the first thirty minutes Shane Lyons and Matt Valeri were tormenting the QAS 
defenders; in the 34th minute Lyons weaved his way past three defenders and was brought down in 
the penalty area—Conlon ruthlessly converted from the spot. Tragically, five minutes later as Lyons 
was once again weaving through the QAS defence he was cynically and dangerously tackled and 
had to be replaced: amazingly, the QAS player was not sent off. The Academy resolutely defended 
this lead until the 90th minute. Craig Rankine, Lindsay Wilson, Oscar Zamora and Adam Powell 
were in outstanding form; Luke Larfield and David Arranz covered kilometres in mid-field, and 
skipper Blair Macine made a number of very important saves. In the 7th minute of stoppage-time 
while the Academy bench were imploring the referee to blow for full time, Conlon delicately chipped 
the Queensland keep to put the game safe. Incredibly, the referee played 13 minutes of stoppage- 
time; added on the 8 minutes of stoppage-time from the first half meant that the players played an 
extra 21 minutes—nearly an extra quarter of a game! 
Today we welcome old rivals Newcastle Breakers to Bruce Stadium; in Round 1 we played a 2-2 
draw, while at Newcastle we survived having a player sent off to win 1-0. Today's encounter will be 
‘tight; while the Academy have to win to keep their semi-final hopes alive, the Breakers will display 
the usual Novocastrian determination and pride. 
Scott Conion had taken advantage of Anthony Barac’s suspension to catch up with him in the goal- 
scorers tally: both players are on 11 and will be looking to add to those totals today. 
Against QAS The Academy used the Cosmos change strip, the grey one, which caused a few 
people to comment on how many talented Academy boys will be wearing the Cosmos first team kit 
in the next season or two.

From the Grandstand 


In this issue Chris Kunz presents the first of his two-part review of 
the performance of the Canberra Cosmos. This week, the players; 


last issue, the coach and tactics. 


Everybody has an opinion of how 
each player has performed this 
season, so here are my choices in 
order of value to the team. 


THE STARS 


Paul Wade—By far the most 
consistently good performer who 
played regularly. His tackling, 
mobility and danger coming in on 
goal made him a great example for 
his teammates. Had least 
impressive games around the time 
of his controversial Grand Prix 
drive—which wasn’t particularly 
surprising. 


Michael Musitano—His skill and 
ability to hold the bail and then pass 
it accurately or shoot powerfully 
have made him a focus of media 
attention. Needs to become a bit 
more mobile and less aggressive 
when trying to regain possession. 
May well have been in the Olympic 
Games squad if he had maintained 
his early season form. 


Alex Castro—lt is rare to find a 
player who combines excellent bail 
skills with a high work rate. A 
tremendous slide-tackler, with 
considerable speed and 
acceleration, Alex truely has the 
world at his feet. While his 
footballing fundamentals are fine, 
he needs to stop reading headlines 


and putting too much pressure on 
himself. If he can concentrate on 
just doing what comes naturally 
when he has the ball, then he could 
be a true star on the national scene. 


Michael Garcia—Only played ten 
games, but not a bad one among 
them. Wonderful composure, 
judgement, versatility and 
preparedness to show his skills. 
The fact that he could play virtually 
any on-field position made his early 
season loss through a stress 
fracture of the back a great setback 
for the team and spectators. He has 
only just turned 19, so look for him 
in the next Youth World Cup. 


Danny Milosevic—Appeared only 
briefly, like the proverbial comet, 
then vanished after a training 
accident. Temporarily absent, but 
not forgotten by any of those who 
saw his goalkeeping performance in 
that first home game against 
Sydney Utd. Danny showed that at 
17 he could command the air and 
ground with the sort of agility and 
confidence rare in even the 
seasoned professional. He was set 
to be the youngest of a quartet of 
youthful stars to shine for the 
Cosmos. Let us hope we see more 
of him than Mike Lyons expects, 
when he stated that England 
beckoned.
